The figures which the National As 
sociation presents are based upon the 
careful studies recently made by the 
Life Extension Institute among two

, employes 
of 
commercial 
houses, 
banks and trust companies in New 
i York. 
The records of these examina­ 
tions show that practically none of 
those examined men and women, are 
normal in the strict 
sense 
of the 
word 
Another striking fact in the 
.examination is that only 10 per cent 
of those who were 
impaired 
were 
, aware that there 
was anything the 
.m atter with them. 
This fact alone, 
.the National Tuberculosis Association 
i points out is sufficient to make every 
i man and woman in the 1 nited S a es 
give careful consideration to the ne­ 
c e s s ity for at least one physical in 
ventory of his entire body a year. 
The largest group of more or less 
¡serious impairments discovered were 
I those showing 
sugar, 
albumen 
or 
casts In the urine. 
More than 4a per­ 
cent of the 
above-mentioned groups 
showed defects of this nature.

same groups about 23 per cent show
